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For us Indians, truth and non-violence should not 
be mere devices. 
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Dedication can move the mountains. 
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Woman should take the lead in all spheres of life 
and attain success. 
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We create a society and life as a. reflection of 
ourselves. 
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Hatred and jealousy should be conquered by 
love. 
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Whatever be the reason of the birth of 
untouchability, presently it is absolutely 
improper from the view point of sensible 
religious belief and practice. 
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Truthfulness should be observed in its entirety. 
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The moral strength in women is very much 
weakened because of purdah. 
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Make your life service-oriented, elevated, 
progressive, useful and simple.
